(A) Introductory Comments 

This paper is filed in response to the First Office Action dated February 26*, 2003 
in the captioned application. Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner consider 
Applicant's amendments and remarks as putting the claims in condition for allowance. 
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Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-20 are pending in this application prior to this amendment. All pending 
cleiims have been rejected. Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C §112 first 
paragraph; claims 3 and 11 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 
Claims 1, 2, 5 and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(b) as being anticipated over 
GOHFER. Claims 13-19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over GOHFER in view of Linkov, The Examiner has indicated that claims 3, 4 and 6-12 
would be allowable once the rejections under 35 U.S.C §112 are overcome, and for the 
dependent claims, if further rewritten to include all the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims . 
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
